After • a month on the Vesle during 


which, they have been subjected to a 
gentle pressure night and day by the 
tightly. drawn line from Soissons and 
Kheims, the Germans appear to be 
heading straight for thft Aisne and pcvf- 
sibly for their old positions on the 
Chemin-des-Dames. The move was in- 
evitable. 
While the pressure from the 


south was Insistent, the onward drive 
north from Solssons to the western 
end of the plateau made their position 
between the two rivers practically un- 
tenable. 


The extent to which the retreat has 


gone is not mentioned, officially and 
therefore cannot be told, but It is per- 
missible to say thai substantial prog- 
ress has been made by the Ameri- 
cans. 


Orders reached the American com- 


manders before daylight to send out 
patrols to investigate and their reports 
caused the immediate despatch of sup- 
porting patrols. 
Before nightfall, a 


large part of the army which had been 
camping along the Vesle was in action 
on the slopes north of the river and 
there was action, notwithstanding that 
the Germans already had taken the in- 
itiative in their withdrawal.

In citing these reports 
Garvan recalled that Wagner had pub- 
I'.uhcS a hilf page aflvertlsemcat of- 
fering a reward to any on* who could 
produca evidence that hla ships had 
beon supplying German raiders, and at 
another time offered 510.000 to any 
one who could prove the American 
Transatlantic Co. was German-owned. 


Three of Wagner's ships were seized 


by the British and ojje by the French; 
durlng 1915 and in the prize! courts 
testimony Indicating German backins 
for the 
American Transatlantic Co., 


was aired. 


'These seizures," said Mr. Garvan. 


"were made the basis of a master ef- 
fort of Bernstorrt's German propagan- 
dists In tho United States." 


Wagner, coming on from Milwaukee, 


I'hfere he was born under the name 
of Wagen Knecht. 66 years ago. the 
son of a German father, went to Ger- 
many In December. 13.14,, and visited 
Hugo Sllnnes. the German ship owner 
and cos.l operator. 
Then he went to 


Copenhagen where he saw Albert Jen- 
sen, his cousin, manager of a coal con- 
cern owned by Stlnnes. 


He made an arrangement with Jen- 


sen to purchase a fleet of neutral mer- 
chant vessels, Jensen to provide the 
money and Wagner to return to Amer- 
ica and have them placed under Amer- 
ican registry through 
an American 


company which 
he 
would organize. 


While In Germany he tried, to buy an 
uncompleted tank steamer there and 
Induced Ambassador Gerard to cable 
the United States 
commissioner of 


navigation as to his attitude toward 
placing the ship under American res- 
istry. 
"Wagner got Into a controversy -with 


tho commissioner of navigation and 
with truly Prussian arrogance attempt- 
ed to bull-doze and deceive him," said 
Mr. Garvan. To carry out the decep- 
tion the sum of $1.300,000. "looped the 
loop" from Germany to the 
United 


States through various banking con- 
cerns so that it would appear that real 
American money had been invested In 
the American Transatlantic Co. 


Of the 11 ships purchased by the 


company, one was sunk, three were 
seized by the British and one by the 
French and six were requisitioned by 
the United 
States 
shipping .board. 


These' six requisitioned vessels were 
the

Wagner had refused, according 
to 


Mr G°u-van. an offer of 57.500.000 . for 
his fleet from the Hudson Bay Co. and 
another o£ 59,300,000 ffom French m- 
teri-sis. the latter offer representing a 
profit of nearly $7,000.000. It is under- 
stood that the shipping board has with- 
held payment of 5700,000 to Wagner

ident. Wilson expressing his "deep and 
sincere interest" in tho progress of the 
development o£ Palestine as the Jewish 
homeland, was made public here last 
night by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, for- 
mer president of tho provisional Zion- 
ist committee.

which the Weizmann commission has 
done in Palestine at the instance of the 
British »ovornmont, and I welcome an 
opportunity to express tho satisfaction 
I have felt In the progress of tho Zion- 
ist movement in the United States and 
in the allied countries since the decla- 
ration by Mr. Balfour, on behalf of the 
British government, of Great Britain's 
approval of the establishment in Pal- 
estine of a national home for tho Jew- 
ish people, and his promise thaj, tho 
British government .would use its best 
endeavors to facilitate the achieve- 
ment of that object, with the under- 
standing that nothing- would be clone 
to prejudice. the 
civil 
and religious 


rights of non-Jewish people in Pales- 
tine or the rights and political status 
enjoyed by the Jews in other countries. 


"I think that all Americans will be 


deeply moved by the report that evnn 
in this time of stress the Weizmann 
commission has been able to lay the 
foundation of tho Hebrew university 
at Jerusalem, with the promise that it 
bears of spiritual rebirth."

feeding

rules will save parents a great many 
dollars in doctor's bills, and children 
very many days' absence from school. 


The rules are as follows: — 
Begin the day by drinking a glass 


of water and drink at least six glasses 
during the day. 


Do not go to school without break- 


fast. 
Eat regularly three times a day. 
Eat slowly and chew all food well. 
Drink milk every day,—four glasses 


are not too much. 
Eat some breakfast cereal every 


day.Eat some vegetable besides potato 
every day. 
Eat bread and butter every meal; 


dark breads are best. 


Eat some fruit every day. Spend 


the pennies for apples Instead of 
candy. 


Do not eat candy between meals; 


eat candy and other sweets only at the 
end- of a regular meal. 


Do not drink tea or coffee; It does 


the body no good but does do it 
harm. 


Do not oat or touch any food with- 


out first washing the hands. 


Do not eat fruit without first wash- 


ing It. 


Do not eat with a spoon or fork 


which has been used by any other 
persor. without first washing It. 


Do not drink from a glass or cup 


which has been used by another per- 
son without first washing It. 


Do not eat from the sama dish with 


any other person.

tories. Some cities are doubtless much 
worse off in this respect than' Lowell. 
With the provisions made for relieving 
the housing situation and the efforts- 
of ' property -owners 'to -accommodate 
roomers, we'are confldentthat.the local 
problem will soon be effectively solved. 
We do not believe.it will be-necessary 
to divert many government, orders from 
this city for the reason stated.

in the first draft with regard to the 
section dealing with citizenship. There 
is a general rearrangement of the doc- 
ument and there are a few new quas- 
tior.s outside the alien series, which 
amplify some of the 
subjects 
deaU 


with in the first questionnaire. 


In Class V, dealing with aliens, two 


new paragraphs, 'K and. L, have bes:i 
added on the subject. 
They read as 


follows: 


"Division 1C—Subject or citizen of 


co-belligerent country who has enlisted 
or enrolled in tho forces of such coun- 
try under the terms of a treaty be- 
tween such country 
and the United 


States providing for reciprocal mili- 
tary service of their resepctive citizens 
and subjects. 


"Division L—Subject 
or 
citizen of 


neutral country -who has declared hie 
intbiition to become a citizen of the 
United States and lias Withdrawn such 
intention under the provisions of act of 
congress approved July 9, 191S, and se- 
lective service regulations." 


The new questions which the regis- 


trants will have to answer on the sub- 
ject of citizenship are: 


"Q. 1. Are you a citizen of the United 


States? 


"Q. 2. Where and on what date were 


you born? 


"Q. 3. If you were not horn in the 


United States, state (a) at what place;

"Q. 4. If you are a citizen of 
the 


United States, naturalized upon appli- 
cation by you, state when and where 
you'were so naturalized. 
' "Q. 5- If you are not a citizen of the 
United States, either native horn or 
fully naturalized, answer the follow- 
ing; (a) Of what country arc you A 
citizen or subject? (b) In what place 
and what country did you ordinarily 
reside before proceedlns to the United 
States? 
(c) Have you ever taken out 


first papers (that is, declared your in- 
tention to become a 
citizen of 
the 


united States)? fd) If so. when and 
where did you take out your first pa- 
pers? 


"Q. 6. If you are not a citizen of the 


United States and have not declared 
your intention to become a citizen, do 
you claim exemption from service in 


the army of the United States on that 
ground? 


"If you are an Indian, born in the 


United Slates, do not answer questions 
Nos. 1 to 13, but answer questions Nos. 
14 to 16. 


"Q. 7. If you are not a citizen of the 


United States and have not declared 
your intention to become a citizen, are 
you willing to return to your native 
country and enter the military service? 


"Q. S. Give the birthplace and pres- 


ent residence of both of your parents. 


"Q. 9. If your parents or either of 


vhcm' live in the United States, staia 
how long each has resided in this 
country. 


"Q. 10. If either of your parents has 


been naturalized in' the United State?, 
state (a) which parent; (b) when and 
where naturalized. 


"Q. 11. Have you ever.voted or reg- 


istered for 
voting anywhere in 
the 


United States; if so. when and whero? 


"Questions Nos. 12 and .13 are to be 


answered only by a citizen or subject 
of a country neutral in the present war 


who has declared his intention- to be- 
come a citizen of the United States. 


"Q. 12. If you are a citizen or subject 


of a country neutral in the present war 
and have declared . your intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, 
name the neutral country of which you 
are a citizen or subject. 


"Note.—Congress has enacted a law 


providing'that a citizen or subject of 
a country neutral in. the present war, 
who has dovlarccl his intention to be- 
come a citizen ot 
the. United States, 


shall be relieved from liability to mili- 
tary service upon his making a decla- 
ration, in accordance with such regu- 
lations as the1 president may prescribe, 
withdrawing his intention to become * 
citizen of the United States, which 
shall operate and be held to cancel his 
declaration or intention to become an 
American citizen and shall forever de- 
bar him from becoming a citizen of the 
United States.

l.W.W." Blamed for Outrage

injured by the explosion of a bomb in 
a crowded entrance 'to 
tho 
federal 


building at 3.10 o'clock yesterday

across the street, was attributed to the 
l.W.W. by Phliip J. Barry, in charge 
of the local offices of the department 
of justice. Raids on two headquarters 
of the l.W.\V. within ID minutes after 
the explosion resulted In the arrest of 
nine men.

"This outrage, in my 
opinion, was 


inevitable as an act of reprisal on tho 
par* of the I.XV.W.," Mr.

"following the sentencing of nearly ' a 
hundred of their members. 
We 
are 


certain that the l.W.W. committed this 
deed. 
I believe that the bomb 
was 


composed of nltro-glycerine.

we can."

NEW YORK. Sept. E.—On tho eve of 


the Jewish New Year, which begins at 
sundown Friday, a message from Pres- 
ident Wilson expressing his "deep and 
sincere Interest" In the progress of the 
development, of Palestine as the Jewish 
homeland, was made public here last 
night by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, for- 
mer president of the provisional Zion- 
ist committee. The president wrote to 
Rabbi Wise: 


"I have -watched with deep and sin- 


cere interest the reconstructive work 
which the Weizmann commission has 
done in Palestine at the instance of tha 
British government, and I welcome an 
opportunity to express tho satisfaction 
I have felt In the progress of tho Zion- 
ist movement in tho United States and 
in the allied countries since the decla- 
ration by Mr. Balfour. on behalf of the 
British government, of Great Britain's 
approval of the establishment in Pal- 
estine of a national home for the Jew- 
ish people, and his promise that the 
British government would use its best 
endeavors to facilitate the achieve- 
ment of that object, with the under- 
standing that nothing ivould be done 
to prejudice the civil 
and religious 


rights of non-Jewish people in Pales- 
tine or the rights and political status 
enjoyed by the Jews in other countries. 


"I think that all Americans will be 


deeply moved by the report that evon 
in this time of stress the Weizmann 
commission has been able to lay the 
foundation of the Hebrew university 
at Jerusalem, with the promise that it 
bears of spiritual rebirth."

RULES FOR FEEDING 


SCHOOL CHILDREN 


BTATS HOUSE, Boston, Sept 6^- 


Wlth the opening of public schools, 
the Btate department of health haa 
prepared sixteen rules for 
feeding 


school children, In an effort to con- 
serve their health. 
Dr. Eugene n. 


Kelley, commissioner 
of health, de- 


clared today that observance of the 
rules will save parents a great many 
dollars iu doctor's bills, and children 
very many days' absence from school. 


Tha rules are as follows:— 
Begin the day by_drinkirig: a glass 


of water and drink at least six glasses 
during the day. 


Do not go to school without break- 


fast. 


Eat regularly three times a day. 
Eat slowly and chew all food well. 
Drink milk every day,—four glasses 


are not too much. 


Eat some breakfast cereal every 


day.- 


Eat some vegetable besides potato 


every day. 


Eat bread and butter every meal; 


dark breads an beet. 


Eat some fruit every day. Spend 


the 
pennies for apples 
Instead of 


candy. 


Do not eat candy between meals; 


eat candy and other sweets only at the 
end of a regular meal. 


Do not drink tea or coffee; It does 


the body no good but does do it 
harm. 


Do not eat or touch any food with- 


out flrst washing the hands.

The cause of the allies seems to be 


progressing in Huaala. Tile impuri 
of the operations in Siberia is not gen- 
erally understood 
in this c'ountry- 


Without this aid to the Ciecho-Slovak 
army in Siberia, Germany might be 
abla to exploit Russia as she pleased 
and eventually instal a sovereign of her 
own selection. 
Worse than that, she 


might draw upon the man power of 
Hussia to prolong the war. It appears, 
however, that as a result of the various 
movements to aid the Russian people, 
Russia will be rescued from the clutch- 
es of Germany, restored to freedom and 
enabled to establish a free and repre- 
sentative government. If Russia fell into 
the hands of Germany, the possibility 
of an early and lasting peace such as 
the allies desire would probably be 
pushed several years farther away. At 
present it looks as if Hussia can be 
saved. 


The action of the United States gov- 


ernment in recognizing tho Czecho- 
slovak nation, following the example of 
France, England and Italy, will go 


~to" bring Austria" to lier senses. 
The 


United States also recognizes the bel- 
ligerent Czech in Austria as a defacto 
'government. This action will give this 
•belligerent race a place at the peace 
table after the war and will very se- 
riously modify tha demands to be made 
upon Germany at the conclusion of the 
Tvar. 


The Czechs are a race of rebels re- 


siding in Bohemia nnd Moravia, and 
number about 10,000.000. The most of 
the Slovaks who unite with the Czechs 
against the government reside, in Hun- 
gary. This race has been one of the 
most powerful subject races in Europe. 
It has now an opportunity to assert its 
freedom and it power. The recogni- 
tion of these people.as a national en- 
tity by the allied powers is a merited 
reward for what they are doing to aid 
the cause of freedom in Russia.

GERMAN INGRATITUDE 


It in a strange policy by which Ger- 


many continues to sink Spanish ships, 
despite the fact that Spain offered her 
an asylum for her ships caught in the 
outer seas when the war was declared. 
These vessels have since been interned 
in Spanish ports and although Spain 
in various other ways has befriended 
Germany, yet the German submarines 
do not appear to have any instructions 
to spare the commercial vessels of 
Spain, the most .friendly, neutral po.wer. 
It shows ingratitude on the part of 
Germany and in sell defense Spain has 
adopted the proper course in taking 
reprisals by seizing the German vessels 
held in her ports to recoup her for the 
damage suffered through 
submarine 


losses. 
_It_is noticeable also that Germany 
treats the ships of Norway as if they 
•were in the service of the allies, al- 
though Norway is neutral in the war. 
Germany does some things so unrea- 
sonable and so much opposed to her 
own interests as to be wholly inexplic- 
able. 
Such was the sinking of the 


Ijusitania and her other acts by which 
she provoked the United States to a 
declaration of -war.

not have entered the war. This must

aeemed to believe either that we could 
not be forced Into the war or else that 
as a military power we were practically 
a negligible quantity.

THE DEBS CASE 


Eugene V. Debs indicted for alleged 


violation of the espionage act is en- 
deavoring 
to have 
the 
indictment 


quashed. One of the grounds on which 
the claim is based is that the espionage 
act is unconstitutional so far as it re- 
lates to the free speech section of the 
constitution. The real charge against 
Mr. Debs la in plain terms opposition to 
tha government in prosecuting the war. 
If Mr. Debs imagines that he can say 
what he pleases against the govern- 
ment while it is engaged in conducting 
war against a powerful enemy, he is 
greatly mistaken. 
We do not believe 


that his claim of Justification on the 
ground that he was exercising tho con- 
stitutional rights of free speech, will 
be taken seriously. There are limits 
to this right of free speech, oven in 
time of peace, but they are greatly nar 
rowed and restricted in time of war. 
One of the restrictions imposed by the 
espionage act is that nothing shall be 
said against the government calculated 
to give aid or comfort to the enemy. 
Words that might pasa as harmless in 
time of peace may be construed aa 
treason in time of war. It takes Mr, 
Dobs and-the I.W.W. a long time to 
loam this loseon. Perhaps n few moro 
convictionfl will put an end to tho false 
notions of free speech held by certain 


brands of socialists, I.W.W. followers 
and anarchists.

The war gardener

worker of the three classes. He goes 
ut at his task, like a man

-ood against time, and he doesn't let 
listened hands and an 
aching 
back 


Ucourage him in the 
prosecution of 


Is task. The war gardener is always 
pen to advice, and as he gets plenty 
f It, both from those who know and 
lose who don't he becomes sometimes 
onfused in his work, with a resulting 
etrlment to his production. But tho 
act is that aa he is willing to do 10 
mes as much work per square rod 
f land looked after, he generally gets 
here with good results.

New One for Merr Between, 


18 and 45 Differs From' 
One Used in First Draft 


The new Questionnaire for men be- 


tween ihe ages of IS and 45, tncluctv«, 
differs materially from tho one used 
in ihe nrst draft with regard to th* 
section dealing with citizenship. There 
is a general rearrangement of the doc- 
ument and there arc a f«w new ques- 
tions outside the aijen series, which 
Amplify some of the 
subjects 
dealt 


with in the ilrst questionnaire. 


In Class V. dealing with aliens, two 


new paragraphs, K and L. have boon 
added on the subject. 
They read as 


follows: 


"Division K—Subject or citizen of 


co-belligerent country who has enllstiJ 
or enrolled in the forces ot such coun- 
try under the terms of a treaty be- 
tween such country 
and the 
United 


Slates providing for reciprocal mili- 
tary service of their resepctive citizens 
and subjects. 


"Division L—Subject 
or citizen of 


neutral country who has declared his 
intention to become, a citi2en of tha 
United States and has withdrawn such 
intention under tho provisions of act of 
congress approved July 9, 191S, and se- 
lective service .regulations."
